Shape Neck: Work 24 sts, si cen- 
ter 22 sts on holder, join another 
ball of yarn and work remaining 
24 sts. Working on both sides at 
once, at each neck edge bind off 3 
sts once and then dec 1 st at neck 
edge every other row until 18 sts re- 
main on each shoulder. Work even 
until entire piece measures 13V2 
inches. Bind off shoulder sts. 

Neck Band: Using number 1 nee- 
dles and MC, cast on 24 sts, pick up 
52 sts around neck edge including 
sts from holder, cast on 24 sts. Work 
these sts in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 1 
inch. Bind off in ribbing. 

Finishing: Using MC, work 1 row 
in sc around shoulder, side and 
lower edge. Using CC work as fol- 
lows: * hdc in first st, si st in next, 
repeat from * in each st along first 
row of ribbing, making color border 
as shown in photograph. 

Daisy: Using stiff cardboard 2 V 2 
inches wide, wind yarn 12 times 
around it, with each loop directly 
next to the other. Slip yarn off 
gently with loops remaining side by 
side. Place loops across a 3-inch 
length of yarn. Tie loops securely 
in center with length of yarn. Snip 
off ends at center, along with 2 loop 
ends. Pull each loop to the side, so 
they are arranged as daisy petals. 
Sew pearl button at center. Sew 
daisy to center neck as shown. Sew 
fasteners at back neck band.

An attractive multi-colored accent 
rug that’s fun and easy to crochet. 
To make this 20 x 43 inch rug you 
will need American Thread Com- 
pany’s “Aunt Lydia’s” Heavy Rug 
Yarn in the following colors and 
amounts: 3 (70 yard) skeins of 
yellow; 3 (70 yard) skeins of orange; 
3 (70 yard) skeins of gold; plastic 
crochet hook size J or any hook 
which will result in stitch gauge. 



Abbreviations: 

ch (chain) sk (skip) 

sc (single crochet) st (stitch) 

dc (double crochet) Ip (loop) 

Gauge: 3 sts equal 1 inch 

Row 1: With yellow, ch 2, 3 sc in 
first ch, ch 1 to turn all rows. 

Row 2: Working in back lp of sts 
throughout, 2 sc in each of first 2 
sc, sc in next sc. 

Row 3: 2 sc in each of first 2 sc, 
sc in each remaining sc. 

Row 4: 2 sc in each of first 2 sc, 
sc in each remaining sc, drop yellow, 
pick up orange and complete sc. 

Next 4 Rows: Repeat last row 
working over yellow at beginning 
of row 1 for 4 or 5 sts to conceal 
end (all changes of color will be 
worked in this manner), drop 
orange at end of 8th row, pick up 
gold. 
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Next 4 Rows: Work in same man- 
ner as last 4 rows (25 sc in last 
row), drop gold, pick up yellow. 

Rows 13, 14: Ch 1, 2 sc in first sc, 
sc in each remaining sc. 

Rows 15, 16: 2 sc in each of first 
2 sc, sc in each remaining sc. 

Repeat last 4 rows alternating 
colors as established until there are 
12 stripes and 48 rows (79 scs). 

Row 49: With yellow, 2 sc in first 
sc, sc in each remaining sc to within 
last 2 sc, sk 1 sc, sc in last sc. 

Row 50: Sk 1 sc, sc in each sc 
working 2 sc in last sc. 

Rows 51, 52: Repeat last 2 rows. 

Continue in this manner having 
79 scs in each row and alternating 
colors until there are 20 stripes. 

Row 81: With gold, same as last 
row (79 scs). 

Row 82: Sk 1 sc at beginning and 
end of row (2 decs — 77 sts). 

Row 83: Sc in each sc to within 
last 2 sc, sk 1 sc, sc in last sc. 

Repeat last 2 rows continuing in 
established colors and stripes until 
there are 26 scs in row. 

Next 12 Rows: Dec at beginning 
and end of each row, pull up a lp 
in each of last 2 sts, pull through, 
cut yarn. 

Edge: Working with matching 
colors, work a row of sc around rug 
working 4 sc in each stripe and 3 sc 
in each corner, always changing to 
next color same as 4th row. Pin and 
block to size. 

Fringe: Wind colors over a 4-inch 
cardboard, cut one end. Take 1 
strand of matching color, fold in 
half, insert hook in st, pull through, 
draw ends through loop. Work 1 
fringe of matching color in each st 
along each short end. Work a few 
extra fringe at each corner. 




Knit Place Mat 



Lovely lacy knit place mats such 
as this will give your table a true 
touch of elegance. It measures ap- 
proximately 13 x 19 inches when 
made with double strands of extra 
heavy, quick crochet cotton. You 
will need approximately 400 yards 
of crochet cotton, size 9 standard 
knitting needles or size needed to 
work to gauge. Original mat was 
made in dusty pink but any color 
may be used. 

Abbreviations: 

k (knit) $t (stitch) 

p (purl) tog (together) 

O (yarn over) 


Gauge: 3 V 2 sts equal 1 inch 
(blocked) 

Mat: With 2 strands of thread 
throughout, cast on 48 sts. 

Row 1 : K each st. 

Row 2: K 2, * (k 2 tog) twice, O, 
(k 1, O) 3 times, (k 2 tog) twice, 
repeat from * 3 times, end with k 2. 

Row 3: P each st. 

Rows 4, 5: K each st. 

Repeat rows 2 through 5 twenty 
times or length desired. Bind off. 

Block. Be sure to keep natural 
curves of pattern as indicated in 
photograph.

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How to Transfer Designs 

This month’s transfer pattern features 
the ever-popular colonial designs for use 
everywhere in your home along with cute 
and clever marine designs — all of which 
may be embroidered or textile painted. 

In using an iron to transfer design to 
material make a test first to determine 
proper heat and time required. First, heat 
iron very hot but safely below scorching. 
Next, cut a small test design and place it 
(red side down) on material. Protect fabric 
by placing tissue paper, brown wrapping 
paper or a press cloth over design. Then 
press, moving iron constantly over surface 
to distribute heat evenly. If iron is at pro- 
per temperature, several seconds are re- 
quired; if not hot enough, it may take a 
minute or more to get a good stamping. 
The stamping comes off SLOWLY and is 
faint at first. Press until as clear as 
desired. 

When test results are satisfactory, cut 
out desired design and pin or baste in 
place, proceeding as described above. Ad- 
ditional stampings come off more quickly if 
made before pattern cools off. 

These designs may also be traced onto 
fabric by using carbon paper, a tracing 
wheel, or by rubbing stamping wax over 
perforations left by an unthreaded sewing 
machine.

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
Vz teaspoon salt 

V 2 teaspoon baking powder 
Vfi cups rolled oats 
V 2 cup finely-chopped nutmeats 
1 ounce (1 square) unsweetened 
chocolate, melted 

Beat butter until creamy; beat in sugars 
gradually. Add vanilla, peppermint extract 
and egg; beat until light and fluffy. Sift 
together flour, salt and baking powder. Add 
to creamed mixture; mix well. Stir in oats 
and nutmeats. Pour melted chocolate over 
dough, mixing only enough to give marbled 
effect. Shape in two rolls (each about 12 
inches long) and wrap in waxed paper or 
aluminum foil. Chill thoroughly. Cut into 
V 4 -inch slices and place on ungreased 
cookie sheets. Bake in preheated moderate 
oven (350 °F.) 12 to 15 minutes.

For custard, combine eggs, sugar, salt 
and flavorings.

1 package ( 7Va ounces) vanilla wafers, 
finely crushed 
Va cup grated coconut 
Va cup confectioners' sugar 
V 2 cup frozen orange juice concentrate, 
thawed and undiluted 

Mix wafer crumbs, coconut and con- 
fectioners’ sugar. Add undiluted orange 
concentrate and mix well. Form into 1- 
inch balls. Roll half of balls in additional 
confectioners’ sugar. Store in covered con- 
tainer overnight. Makes about three dozen. 


Old Fashioned Walnut Balls 
1 cup butter or margarine 
V 3 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
Vi teaspoon salt 

2 cups finely chopped walnuts 
powered sugar 

Cream butter or margarine, sugar and 
vanilla until fluffy. Sift flour and salt 
together and add to creamed mixture. Mix 
well to make a soft dough. Stir in walnuts. 
Break off pieces of dough size of a walnut 
and shape into balls. Bake on an ungreased 
cookie sheet at 375 °F. 12 to 15 minutes. 
Remove from cookie sheet with spatula or 
pancake turner; cool slightly so they won’t 
crumble when handled, then roll in pow- 
dered sugar.

Va cup sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 
Vs teaspoon nutmeg 
lVi teaspoons vanilla 
2 cups hot milk 

cinnamon sugar (blend 1V6 tablespoons 
sugar with Vs teaspoon cinnamon) 

Place 1 teaspoon raisins in each of 6 
shallow individual baking dishes. Butter 
bread and place one slice in each dish, 
trimming to fit if necessary. Beat eggs 
lightly with sugar, salt, nutmeg and vanilla. 
Stir in hot milk. Pour over bread. Top with 
remaining raisins; sprinkle lightly with 
cinnamon sugar. Place dishes in shallow 
pan containing Va inch hot water. Bake in 
moderate oven (350°F.) 30 to 40 minutes, 
until custard is set.

Sugar Cookies 


5V2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 teaspoons salt 
IV 2 cups butter (3 sticks) 

2 cups sugar 
4 eggs 

2 tablespoons grated orange rind or 1 
teaspoon vanilla 

Sift together flour, baking powder and 
salt. Cream butter; add sugar and beat 
until light and fluffy. Blend in eggs and 
grated orange rind or vanilla. Add dry 
ingredients; mix well. Chill dough in re- 
frigerator several hours or overnight. Roll 
dough out on lightly floured board or pastry 
cloth to Vs inch thickness. Cut with floured 
cookie cutters. Place on ungreased baking 
sheets. Sprinkle with sugar. Bake in a 
hot oven, 400°, for 6 to 8 minutes or until 
done and delicately browned. Cool on rack. 
Decorate with butter cream frosting and 
cookie decorations, if desired. Makes 8 
dozen cookies. 


Skim Milk Custard 

% teaspoon soft butter 
4 medium eggs 
6 tablespoons sugar 
V 2 cup cold skim milk 
dash salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
4 drops almond extract 

2 cups skim milk, scalded 

Beat eggs with fork until yolks and 
whites are just blended. Combine with 
sugar; stir in cold milk, salt, vanilla and 
almond. Quickly add egg mixture to scalded 
milk, stirring rapidly. Pour mixture im- 
mediately into warmed 1V4 quart baking 
dish. Cover with regular aluminum foil — 
make an opening iy 2 inches wide and 5*4 
inches long in center. Place baking dish 
in a pan shallow enough to allow top of 
baking dish to extend above rim of water 
bath pan. Fill pan with enough heated 
water to reach a level % inch from top of 
baking dish. Bake in hot oven 400 °F. 20 
minutes; remove cover. Cook 10 minutes 
longer or until silver knife inserted in 
center of custard comes out clean. Remove 
from oven. Cool and refrigerate, uncovered. 
Cut in squares or spoon into individual 
desert dishes. Makes about 6 to 8 servings. 


Try using quick cooking tapioca 
instead of cornstarch for thicken- 
ing fruit pies.

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Do I plant two roots of candle plant to- 
gether? Where is best place to put them and 
should they be kept wet or dry? C. B., Oh. 

I presume you mean some sort of Kleinia? 
Plant these singly in pots in mixture of 2 
parts loam, 1 part sand and some crushed 
brick. They especially like dry air and 
bright sunlight. 

The leaves of my Jerusalem cherry are curl- 
ing up and turning yellow. There are also 
green lice on cherries. What is the cause and 
what can I do to prevent this? Mrs. C. M., III. 

Your plant is infested with aphids (plant 
lice) that will kill it if you don’t get busy. 
Use an aerosol house plant bomb and follow 
instructions carefully, or make a solution 
of Malathion and spray it once a week for 
three sprayings. 

My Cereus peruvianus throws long shoots. 
Should these be cut off or left on? Last year 
it had a few long shoots which I did cut off, 
but it did not bloom. Could this be the reason? 
Mrs. B. P. f III. 

Very likely. Leave plant intact and feed 
it through summer for good fall bloom. 

I have an orchid cactus that was given to me 
by a friend. I would like to know its correct 
name and how to care for it. Mrs. J. L., Mt. 

It is one of the Epiphyllum cacti. Put it 
in a mixture of 1 part fibrous loam, 1 part 
leaf mold, 1 part well-rotted barnyard 
manure and 1 part coarse, crushed brick. 
Add a handful of pea size natural charcoal 
chips to each pot. Fertilize plant with half- 
strength fish emulsion mixture twice each 
month and always keep it damp. 


I have some witch-hazel seeds that are quite 
hard. How do you treat them before planting? 
T. E. M., Pa. 

Pick slightly green seeds in August and 
sow in a deeply prepared outdoor bed im- 
mediately for good germination next spring. 
Mature seed is mixed with equal bulk of 
damp sand and peat moss and stored for 
60 days at 68° at night, 86° at day followed 
by 60-90 days at 41°, then sow outdoors in 
spring for fair germination.

Azalea — If gift azalea was bought 
from a florist, it is probably a fairly 
tender type. However, some hardier 
types may be' able to tolerate cold 
down to about 20 degrees. During 
remainder of cold weather, keep in 
a cool west, east or south light and 
sprinkle leaves each day to raise 
humidity. Water often enough so 
soil, which is probably peat moss, 
does not dry out. When weather be- 
gins to warm up, place plant out- 
doors in semi-shaded, moist area 
and continue watering and bi- 
weekly feedings until August. Be- 
fore frost, bring plant indoors and 
keep in a cool place (50 degrees) 
until December. Then move to a 
location where there is more warmth 
and sunshine. Begin watering and 
spraying, buds will soon open.

Poinsettia — A Christmas favorite 
that can provide colorful blooms up 
until early March and again the fol- 
lowing year. When you first receive 
it, put it in the sunniest window 
making absolutely sure it is out of 
drafts and evenly watered. When 
leaves do begin to fall, cease water- 
ing and place in cool area (55°) 
until spring. In spring, cut back to 
six inches, re-pot in equal parts 
garden loam, sand and peat moss. 



Place in sunny spot in house until 
weather outdoors remains fairly 
even, then move to a protected place 
where it will have morning or after- 
noon sun. In fall, bring indoors be- 
ing sure to water and fertilize. Avoid 
artificial light from sundown to sun- 
up during September, October and 
November as light at night prevents 
bloom. 

Chrysanthemum — This plant likes 
lots of water and cool temperatures 
(60-70 degrees) while blooming. 
Early morning or afternoon sun will 
help. When each bloom withers, 
clip it off. When all blooms are 
gone, cut back entire plant to an 
inch or two from base. Leave plant 
potted but set in frost-free base- 
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ment or garage keeping soil barely 
moist. In spring, set plant out in 
garden or begin to water it in pot. 
When new growth is several inches 
tall, take 4-inch cuttings and root 
in moist sand. Pot rooted cuttings 
five to an 8-inch pot. Keep moist 
and feed bi-weekly throughout 
summer. When weather turns cold, 
bring plant inside, but at no time 
when buds are setting on should 
it be in artificial light at night. 



Christmas Cactus — The secret 
here is to forget plant is a cactus. 
Instead treat it like a jungle plant, 
keeping soil nicely moist all year 
except in August, September and 
October. During these months, with- 
hold water and let growing medium 
get nearly dry before adding more 
moisture. Provide four or five hours 
sun in winter, and some mixed sun 
and shade in summer. The average 
temperature range of living room 
will be fine. In order to bloom well, 
this plant needs natural short days 
in autumn to set buds. This means 
you will need to locate it in a spare 
bedroom in September, October and 
November where plant will receive 
only natural light.
